A celebration of the inception of 
the San Francisco bay bridge, con- 
necting San Mateo and Hayward, 
will be held in San Mateo on Sunday, 
May 6, it was announced this week 
by Judge J. J McGrath of San Ma- 
teo, chairman of the Citiizens’ Bay 
Bridge Celebration Committee. 

The celebration will be staged _at 
Shore View, at the junction of the 
Bay shore boulevard and Third 
avenue, San Mateo, where the west- 
ern approach to the bridge begins. 
It will be marked by a formal 
ground-breaking ceremony, partici- 
pated in Mayor James Rolph of 
San Francisco, Mayor Frederick 
Beer o fSan Mateo and Mayor C, A. 
Buck of Burlingame. -The three 
Mayors wil jointly inaugurate work 
on the bridge approach. 

Besides the three Mayors, repre- 
sentatives of the San Francisco and 
San Mateo boards of supervisors and 
of civic ancl commercial organiza- 
tions interested the project will 
take part. 

Judge McGrath said, “The build- 
ng of the bay bridge will not only 
be of immense importance to San 
Francisco and the east bay district, 
because of the immediate relief ii 
will giv to the growing traffic con- 
gestion cn all San Francisco 
way outlets, but it will mark the 
opening ve: a new era in the develop- 
ment of San Mateo and the entire 
peninsula region.

COMFORT OF HOT WATER 
UNKNOWN IN FORMER DAYS 


Hot water—always available and 
always the right temperature—is one 
of the fairy-godmothers of house- 
keeping. 

Formerly considered a luxury, run- 
ning hot water at the faucet is now a 
necessity, demanded by every house- 
wife. 

It is hard to conceive of our daily 
life without abundant hot water and 
yet princes and potentates of the past 
never had the comforts and conveni- 
ences of instantaneous hot water now 
available in the most humble home. 

Roman ruins have given up costly 
and elaborate heating devices, but 
made to heat only a little water. 

The earliest water-heater known 
dates back some 2,000 years. This was 
the ahenum of the Romans, a crude 
bronze kettle having a handle by 
which it could be hung over an open 
fire. 

Following this came the foculus, 
metal container into which hot coals 
were placed, much as they are placed 
in the street-corner chestnut-vendor’s 
stove. 

France in the Middle ages, develop- 
ed the bouillotte, a hollow cone of 
clay, like a huge golf tee into which 


, not charcoal was fed, and on top of 


which sat a kettle of water. The 
bouillottes achieved great beauty of 
form and finish at the time of Louis 
XIV, but even the Sun King could not 
turn a gleaming faucet. 

England, in all the glory of the 
Elizabethan Age, was notoriously un- 
washed,- and drew hot water chiefly 
from ‘the ‘humble tea-kettle, copied 
after a Chinese model brought: from 
far Cathay by the great trading com- 
panies. The’ spirit-lamp was an Eng-

‘Proof That Octopus 


Must Have “Purchase” 


Experiments have been made in a 
specially devised tank in order to test 
the truth of many stories told of oc- 
topi attacking human beings and drag- 
ging them to the sea bottom. 

In the tank with the octopus experi- 
mented with there was placed a 
“dummy” of the same specific gravity 
as a human being, and this was bait- 
ed with a crab. Attracted by this 
tempting morsel, the octopus made 
for the dummy, seized it in its pow- 
erful tentacles, and tried to drag it 
under the water, but without success. 
It then went to one side of the tank, 
and, holding onto the edge of the 
glass with some of its arms, it 
dragged its prey beneath the surface 
and crushed the crab shell with its 
powerful jaws. 

It is believed that these experiments 
afford proof that the octopus can drag 
its victims far below the surface of 
the water only near rocks to which it 
¢a tach its “suckers,” 

éregis one spot in the Bay of 
Naples where these creatures attain 
a large size, and now and then a fish- 
erman is reported missing. 


Cable Construction 

The Western Union says that an At- 
lantie cable consists of a central cop- 
per wire which carYies the electric cur- 
rent. Around this are wound flexible 
copper tapes, which in case of a break 
in the wire would carry the current 
around the gap. This is wrapped with 
a permalloy tape whose magnetic qual- 
ittes give the cable its great speed. 
This metallic part of the cable ts first 
inclosed in a thick covering of gutta- 
percha, which holds the currents to 
their path. Around this is a wrapping 
of jute, which cushions the pressure 
of several miles of sea water. BHight- 
een steel armor wires surround the 
cushion and protect the cable from 
injury. The whole is incased in an 
outer coating or wrapping of tarred 
hemp cords.

Gift Proved of Little 
Value to Lafayette 
When General Lafayette visited 
America in 1824 congress, by act of 
December 28, 1824, granted him $200,- 
000 and “one complete town of land” 
in recognition of his “services and 
sa -ffices” during the Revolution, 
Pathfinder Magazine recalls. The land 
was to be located under the authority 
of the President “in any of the unap- 
propriated lands of the United 
States.’ This loeation was made in 
what was then known as West Flor- 
ida and embraced 28,028.50 acres cov- 
ering part of what is now the city of 
Tallahassee. A patent for this land 
was issued on July 4, 1825, and was 
delivered to Lafayette in person by 
the commissioner of the general land 
office, A notice in the Pensacola 
Gazette of 1825 says that Colonel Mc- 
Kee arrived in Florida to seleet the 
land for the famous Frenchman. La- 
fayette never saw his Florida land. An 
attempt was made to colonize this 
tract by French settlers under Count 
La Porte, but the scheme was unsuc- 
cessful. A few years later Lafayette 
made another attempt at coloniza- 
tion. He sent Charles Murat, a son 
of the great cavalry general and 
Napoleon’s sister, but he too failed. 
After Lafayette’s death the land was 
sold by his heirs and it is now owned 
by a large number of different per- 
sons, 


Chinese Pirates Not 
Like Old Buccaneers 


Although pirates are hardly less 
common than fishermen on some Chi- 
nese rivers, they differ from the 
pirates of popular juvenile fiction in 
that they are not particularly blood- 
thirsty. In fact some of China’s best 
known government officials began life 
as bandits or pirates, and found it no 
detriment socially in after years. An 
incident illustrating something of the 
sort was told in the Dearborn Inde- 
pendent by William E. Barton, who 
has traveled extensively in the Orient, 
as follows: 

“Only a few months ago a steam 
launch belonging to a Canton Chris- 
tian college, loaded with students, was 
captured and held for ransom. The 
ransom was not paid, The governor 
of the island of Honan, on which the 
college is located, assured the college 
people that it was not wise to pay 
ransom, or it would have to be done 
again, ‘They will not kill,’ he said.

An increase of $39,019,903 in the 
bonded indebtedness of California and 


| its cities and counties during the fiscal 


year ended June 80, 1927, was re- 
ported last week by State Controller 
Ray L. Riley. The total indebtedness 
of the three governmental divisions 
was $711,186,104.09, compared with 
$672,166,200.22 the preceding year. 
More than $20,000,000 of the increase 
was recorded by cities, $14,171,010 by 
the counties and only $4,458,000 by the 
state. The city bonded debt total last 
year stood at $$329,844,041.04, as 
against $309,453,146.44 the preceding 
year. The county total was $276,- 
533,563, as compared with $262,362,553 
a year earlier, while the state total 
jumped from $100,850,500 to $104,808,- 
500. Receipts from taxes increased 
$42, per cent during the period since 
1911, with receipts from licenses in- 
creasing only 92 per cent.

California savings banks and sav- 
ings departments reported a substan- 
tial increase in individual deposits in 
February 28 call, the summary of 
which was released a few days ago by 
Will C Wood, state superintendent of 
banks. Superintendent Wood consid- 
ers this noteworthy in view of the 
period of quietude in banking activity, 
which ordinarily occurs after the 
heavy activity of the holidays, and 
which reflected itself in other signifi- 
cant items in the summary. Savings 
banks, for the state system as a whole, 
decreased their loans by $1,900,000, 
but increased their holding of notes, 
drafts, bills of exchange and bankers’ 
acceptances by $3,162,000, making a 
net increase of $1,262,000, bringing the 
February 28, 1928, total up to $571,- 
860,742.35. 

With the dispatch a few days ago of 
twenty-eight men to two prison road 
camps, there will be a total of 397 in 
the various camps, it was announced.

would produce tropical conditions. 

At present there is not a pound of | 
radium collected in the whole world, | 
and it is the most costly thing known. | 
But the time may come when we shall 
be able to make radium from chem- 
ical elements in bulk, and then many 
things now regarded as impossible 
will be easy.

In all, he 
grew and studied 10,000 plants, per- 
forming nearly 800 cross-fertilizations.
